Are Likely to Receive 
First Attention. 


Why the 
Jury Was 
Called at First. 


Part of the Local Option 
Movement. 


First Week of Jury Cost 
$250.

The local option movement in Ber­ 
rien county is at a standstill, as the 
gentlemen Interested in that move­ 
ment are now busy collecting evidence 
for the grand jury. 


The grand jury is a part of the local 
option program and if the other num­ 
bers of the program are as faithfully 
realized the grand jury will be fol­ 
lowed with work along the same line 
by the Anti-Saloon league and the An­ 
ti-Saloon league by local option and 
the banishment of the saloon. 


It was not on account of the prize 
light that Judge Coolidge summoned 
the jury. Pressure was brought to 
bear upon the court by repre.sentatives 
of the temperance .sentiment at Bu­ 
chanan, at Benton Harbor and at Wa- 
tervliet. 
Evidence 
was 
furnished, 
enough to satisfy the court tiiat e.vtra- 
ordinarv measures were necessary to 
bring punishment upon violators of 
law. 


Temperance sentiment is very strong 
at Buchanan and the laws there have 
been enforced with about the same lax 
hand that has made St. Joseph famous. 
Gambling houses, it is asserted, have 
nourished like weeds in fertilized soil 
and the licfuor laws laughed at. 
Bu­ 
chanan temperance people had as much 
as anyone lo do with the calling to­ 
gether of the e.xtraordlnary body.

Wllkeabarre, Pa., Feb. B.—One of the 
most Interesting w itnesses heard y es­ 
terday in the L a ttim e r shooting case was 
Dr. K ellar, who know s ail ab o u t the 
men who w ere h it—w here they w ere 
shot,, how badly and the nu m b er of 
w ounded or dead. 
H e said th a t fo rty - 
tix w ounds on th irty -n in e m en w ere in- 
fficted by 44-caliber W inchester bullets 
an d only .i sm all num ber w ere caused 
by buckshot. 
The defense in its croi-s- 
exam ination asked the doctor to class­ 
ify the w ounds as to tlie positions of 
the m en w hen shot. 
T he classification 
was as follows: Shot directly in front, 
five; Indirectly in front, nine; directly 
In the side, fifteen; indirectly in thtV 
»ide, six; directly in the rear, throe: in ­ 
directly in the rear, eight. Of the th ir­ 
ty -n in e patien ts seven died in the hos­ 
pital, tw o are still there and recovering 
Blowly, and th irty have been discharged, 
all of them cured except one who Is now 
1 na P hiladelphia hospital. 
The prose- 
cutioin h as all along contended th a t a 
large num ber of the men w ere shot in 
th e back.

Miss G race Coyle, Principal G uscott’s 
assistan t a t the L a ttim e r school, proved 
to be a good w itness for the state.

There is no incompatibility between 
materialism and art, especially when ut 
the bîick of both is a stmng pride in 
citi'<£enship. A large slum* of the crerlit 
for what has already been accomplisheil 
is due to the arehitects. 
On them de­ 
volves the execution of the biggest evi­ 
dences of improved taste, ami they have 
it in their power to combine with their 
own work that of 
the painters and 
sculptors.-—Ilarper’s Weekly.
